It the George ploedgoea keep on coming in
thoe way they have been dolng sinos It was an-
nounned at Tuosday night's ratifleation mest-
ing that the llsts would bo kept open until
slestion day, thore will be over 50,000 namos of
mon who have voluntarily pledged thomaslves
to vote for Henry CGeorge for Mavor., The
salaamen, bookkespors, and clorks who wore
only partly canvassed bafore are belng vistted
now, and 12,000 more signatures are expected
from them alone. Thoe lists already in have
boon printed and eorted by Assembly districts,
The others are sorted as soon 'ns recelved.

ITS DELEGATES FROM AT LOUIR AD-
MITTED TO THE CONVENTION,

A Whitewashlog Repnri of the Commition of

nnd Adopted=The Convention Urganized,

Ricnsosn, Oot, B.—To-day has been o fleld
day lor the Homo Club, The Genoral Assombly
ot the Knightaof Labor has st lnatorganized.
the report of tha Committes on Credentials haa
beon accepted, Mr, Powdarly has delivered hia
nlready-publishea speech, and the way Is now
clear for the work that (s to be dona. The Comn-
mittee on Cradentials inlshed [ts work lalo Inat
ovening, and when the Assambly met this
morning It wns rendy to report on the contest
over the 8t, Louls delegation. Distriet Asaem-
bly 17 of Bt. Louls has two lactions in Its ranks,
At nn eleotion held forty days belfore tho As-
sombly mot, as the constitution provides, aix
delogntes were chosen, Tloy wers equally
divided batween the Home Club and antl- Homse
Club factions, As Booretary Turner noeded all
tho votas he can control, he gave Caspar Heep
of Bt. Loula a dispensation, permitting him to
bold an election within the constitutional Hmit
Heep and his faction held such an electlon on
Bept. 24, aod recleoted the three Home Club men
alroady chosen and three othera. One of theso
now men had transforred himself from
Distriet Assembly 101 to Distriet Assembly
17 within six months, and was therafore
inoligible to met as delogate from 17. The
committos, however, reported In their
favor and the report was adopted. Bo Mr, Tur-
ner gets his threo men and the men recognlzed
and supported by Distrlet Assembly 17 are sent
out. Their names are Kennedy, Dergholn,
and Kileullen, I'recisely the sumo question
was involved in the case ol John Morrison as
was In the case of the delegate from 17 and
101, only Morrison was opposod toths Home
Club.

RENEWING THE BIG FIGILT.

EIGHT THOUSAND MEN NTRIKE POk
THE EIGHT-HUUR DAY,

The Chieage Fackers Wastors tha Tan.llonr
FBiny—Thelr Munds (huit Work—Iundreds
af UMcers on Ouard nt the Packing lloues,

Carcaco, Oct. 8.—1I the big strike which
was begun at tho stock yawls this morning
does not result In bloodshed It will be
little leas than marvellous, Nearly all
the hog men are now Idle, Thoe em-
ployees say that Innsmuch as the packoers

Intended to Jovk them out on Monday, un-

less they returned to the ten-hour duy,

thoy thought It best to give the first blow. Tho
struggle promisce to be astubborn one, Tla
mon say they are proparod for a sloge, and that

they will Nght to the bitter end rather than re-

turn to the old system.

The employees of the Chleago Packing nnd
Provision Company gathered at the house at
an early hour this morning. Aftar a brief con-
ference they decldod not to mceado to the prop-
oaltion of the pnckera to return to ten hours’
work, The declaion was regarded ne final and
unanimous, and the men wont wiid
with excitement, They assomblled out-
slde and marched down to Armour's flve
bundred strong. The [otention was to
{ndues Armour & Co.'s mon to go out with
thom. Tho excitement In and about the pack-
ing bouses for a fow mlnutes was jutense. The
men oongrogated outside on the rallrond
tracks, and their yells for thelr brstliren to
drop their toola snd join them drowned the
shrioks of the locomotives. Armour's mon,
however, refused to yuit work.

Falling to gst the mon to strlke, the erowd
ran poll-mell to Lavl B, Doud & Co.'s proking
nouse. Asnat Armour's, they attompted to got
the men to leave the killing bench and join
thew, and failing in this the crowd hastened to
tho Anglo-Amurican I'aeking Company's houna
and trled 1o get the employeos thers to join
them, Buttho men were not yet rendy.

Bhorlly before 4 I, M., however, evidently by
proconcerted aotion, all thn mon eomployed by
thoso firms rolused to work and joined the
Birikers:

Armour & Co. John Morrsll, J, T. Hickey & Co, John
Cisdahy, International Provision Compaoy, asod tue
Avglo-Aerican Macking Conipuny.

Thers wers betwoon 6,000 and 7,000 of these
men, making about 5,000 In all who struck dur-
ing tho dny. Bome of Morrell’s men alter golng
out decided to return to work, The strikers at
once invaded the plios to compel them to quit.
Ariot ensued, and the lake pollee wore sum-
moned to guell It,

The question which Is provoking much dis-
cussion is in relation to the cuttle Luteliers
and men working In the bosf housss, A num-

ber of bouf butchors snld this moruing that
thoy were esatisflod. They woro golting
all theg asked for—ten hours' pay for olght

hours' work. Thelr interests did not olash
with the Siterests of the bog men, aod
for that renuou! the latter would not ask
them to go out. It fs thourht by the pork men
that il tho beaf mon can bs inducod to go out,
nnd the ontire systom s viralyzed, 1t will ussist
thom materially and help to bring the packers
to torms, It I8 mors than probable that tho
lockout will not be very old when the bes
housos will be closad by the pork men, the en-
tira system susponded, and 20,000 men thrown
out of work. Armour isqunted ns saving that
he would have his house runnivg by Tuesday,
sirike ur no strike,

Doth pnekors and mon are reticent, each
wulting for somo signilleant move on the part
of the other. The packors aro preparsd lor a
strike, ns there Is but little work on band., The
mon iun lurge number of the houses huvo beon
wourking on hnlf nud even less time, and the
packers aro confldent thbat they ean sooura
an adequato foree to handlo the nocvs-
pury business, The men say  that under
the ton-liour systom thoy killed only
4,000 hgipa in & day, nud that they now kiil
4,500, he employeea at Fowler's say there Is
no differonce In the cutput of that company
now und under the old sysiem,

Loxnox, Oct. 0. -The Chronicle'a corre-
epondent at P'arin says ha has just heard from
Yievnoa the detalls of astart!ing Anarchist plot
to destroy Vienna and to assassinate Emperor
Francls Josunh,

Bho s
qulte healthy, though she has not yot aequired
o normal appotite. Her motherr sald:

" LastJanuary Anabel bogan to loss nppetite,
and gradually disearded the use of food, At
first she gave up tea and coffes, thon she
stopped eating moat and vegoatables, nnd flonlly
milk and frult woro discarded. Durlng her
long tast ahe virtually lived on alr. She drank
water In groat quantities, and lobaled the st
mosaphere with much satlsfactlon. Bhe bocame
drenmy and slightly preocoupled, but did not

deeline in health, Hor cheoks beaima moare
palo, but she was not reduced In woight to
any extent. Sho delighted to roam in the
npen air, and always roturpod from a ride ns
kny as nlark, Bho had such n longlng for tho
Holds an/ woods that it waa a trinl to her when
night eame. To Teor!fa who suw her and rald
ehn was not well she would say: "1 am all
right, 1lean't dio ns long as [ wm not hungry,
and I am not hungry yel.' Hhowas at thiatine
under tha cars of Dr, Overpock. By his diroe-
tions ahe was regularly bathed in millk and
ollve oll. Bho was ulro induced o take minute
and homwopathie oills. Evory doviea was ro-
sorted to to stimulato a taate for food, Dainties
wors tnmfstlngtr oxnesnd, but she rejected
them all allke. On the fifty-third dny sho was
ereon 10 nibble a erumb of bread., From that
timo she began to gradunlly recover hsr appa-
tito, Blie began with the same things thatsho
Isft off on, bt aven now she wiil not ent meat.
Durlng the fifty-three duys sha [0at ton pounds
only. Bhe now has n rud-lz akin and shows no
aymptoms of 11l henlth. Sho still dellebts in
tho open alr, and has A wholesome dresd of
strangara, The fact that sbo sullered no pain
or ineonvonience whatever makes it hard to
understand hor caso,”
